MEMORIAL SPRAYED 
WITH CREOSOTE 


an act of vandalism was dis- 
covered at Runnymede, a fow 
hours before the Prince of Walos 
was due to unveil the memorlal 
gates commemorating the signing 
of Magna Carta. The pillars. were 
found to have been smenred wit! 
creosote,, —- : 

The momorial buildings, which 
flank the pillars on eithor aldo of 
the rond, had also been sprayed 
with creosote. 

The drapings round the pillars 
had been partly. torn off in ordor 
that the liquid might be sprayed 
on_to the stonework, 

The buildings were more 
seriously affected than the pillars, 

An official of the Egham Urban 
Council stated to a Press repres- 
sentative: “A spraying machine 
must have been used to commit 
the outrage. I am afraid wo are 
gding-to experience considcrable 
difficulty in removing the creosote, 
because it has got into the pores 
of the stone. There was some op- 
position to the scheme when it 
was mooted, but I cannot believe 
that any responsible person would 
commit so wasteful and needless 
a piece of vandalim. We may be 
able to redress the stone later and 
thus hide the daubs,” 

When the Prince of Wales ar- 
rived he said:. “It is a blackguard- 
ly thing. I am very sorry indecd 
that it has happened.”

n certain amount of musical educa- 
tion, alfresco concerts provide an 
oft-repeated incentive to flat dwel- 
Jers to forsake their quarters for 
broader, fresher scenes and of 
other people brightening under the 
congenial atmosphere. In 
kong, after a hrief. experiment, 
it has been thought- — neces- 
sary to omit concerts ostensibly be- 
cnuse of the condition of budget. 
This means that ‘hundreds . must 
forego the pleasure and inspiration 
of musical evenings at a time when 
these are more than usually valu- 
able. The big majority of persons 
who attend band concerts could, 
and no doubt would, give something 
toward supporting them if invited 
to do so. Then, tov, many public- 
spirited citizens might feel that 
contributions toward the mainten- 
ance of public concerts would serve 
a useful purpose in providing 
wholesome, cheering reercation for 
their less affluent fellow citizens. 
Such activity would offer an exam- 
ple of service that could hardly 
fail to arouse an important public 
interest in municipal problems. It 
would contribute to a deeper ap- 
preciation of real as against ‘‘can- 
ned” music. Morcover, the initia- 
tive of those co-operating to pro- 
vide music in the evening might 
prove a valuable incentive to simi- 
lar efforts in other fields of endeav- 
our. :

His story began many years 
ago, wher he and his army sur- 
veyed the whole of this island and 
Ireland.

The late Philip Thomas Lamble 
wag born in 1871, and was thus in 
his G2nd. year. It was in Decem- 
ber, 1901, that Mr. Lamble was 8p 
pointed Senior Sanitary Inspector, 
arriving in the Calony from Home 
the following month. He continued 
to hold that post until January, 
1920, when he was appointed Senior 
Inspector of Personnel, which post 
became changed in title and status 
in 1923, to that of Chief Inspector. 
It was in recognition of Mr. 
amble's valuable services that the 
special post of Superintendent of 
Staff and Works was created in 
1925, and it was from that position 
that he retired after a record of 
service of which he could well be 
proud. 

Mr. Lamble had made a special 
study of the malaria problem in 
Hongkong and his knowledge of 
this particular branch of the Sanit- 
ary Department's work proved of 
immense value in’ the cumpaign 
nyuinat mosquitoes. 

— Sn recognition of his abilities he 
wag made a member of the Royal 
Sanitary Institute and later was 
appointed a member of the local 
Roard of Examiners of the Insti- 
tute. 

A Great Sportsman. 

Mr, Lamble in his younger days 
waa ow keen and an enthusi tic 
sportsman. He was particularly 
interested in cricket and for many 
years played for the Civil Service 
Club as os bowler and a wicket- 
keeper and in both capacities 
ranked high. He — retained his 
interest in the Club and the cricket 
team over a long period of years 
and turned out regularly in tae 
capacity of umpire. For a good 
many years, Mr. Lamble was the 
Chairman of the Civil Service 
Cricket Club and when he retired 
was the Vice-Chairman. 

Mr. Lamble also took a great in- 
terest. in other forms of sport, 
particularly lawn bowls, at which 
yame he had, for many years, play- 
ed for the Civil Service Club. 

Among his many other activities, 
Mr. Lamble was one of those re- 
sponsible for the formation of the 
tiongkong Branch of the Ration- 


alist Press. Association, of which |- 


he became the President.. The 
Look Club also owed its inception 
largely to the interest he took in 
the provision and distribution of 
good Jiterature, and be was one of 
its founders,

The total storage of water in 
the Colony’s reservoirs on August 
1, according to figures supplied 
‘by the’ Water Authority, was 
2,977.20 milllon gallons as com- 
pared with 1,810.91 million gal- 
lons on the first of lust, month 
and with 2,196,67 million gallons 
on August 1 of last year.

ARREST OF GENERAL 
SAN JURJO 


Madrid, Aug. 14. 

The monarchist revolt collapsed 
utterly early | this morning when 
General San Jurjo fied and the au- 
thorities took over control in Seville 
without incident. © The resumption 
of telephonte communication re- 
venled thut few incidents of im- 
portance occurred.

General San Jurjo had not met 
with armed resistance when he 
cuptured the city, and contented 
himself with imprisoning the 
Governor, the Mayor and a nomber 
ot Councillors.

The Mayor and Governor have 
now resumed their posta and: the 
troops — remain passive.

SCANDAL 


‘VICTIM. DIES WITH 
BROKEN LARYNX. 


: New York, July 17. 

A xrim story of a Third De- 
gree Inquisition on Long Ivland 
which led to the denth of a young 
prisoner named Hyman Stark 
after eight hours’ police question- 
ing was made public to-day. 

It has given impetus to the agi- 
tation which secks to end these 
methods of extorting confession 
by ‘torture. 

The medical report showed that 
the. man's death was cnused by a 
fractured “larynx. There | were 
other injurics suggesting brutal 
ill-treatment, and District-Attor- 
ney Elvin Edwards, who has taken 
charge of the cnse, said: 

“Apparently some over-enthu- 
giastic. police’ officer ‘broke his 
Adam's npple. The-dead man did 
not get the protection to which he 
was entitled, If I find-that Third 
Degree methods were used, the 
police will get no quarter.” 

His Injuries. ; 
In addition to a broken Jarynx, 
the autopsy revealed a blackened 


eye, head Jucerations and cerebral 
hemorrhage. Two policemen, 


Deputy Chief Frank Tappan and, 


Joseph Iizenski, have been sus- 
pended to await the inquiry which 
opens to-morrow. ‘ 

Stark and three other men had 
been arrested on‘n charge of beat- 
ing and robbing Mrs. Valeria 
Hizenski, mother of the suspended 
policeman, and it fs noteworthy 
that she, too, had received brutal 
injuries to her hend and face. 
Hizenski was reported as enraged 
at the attuck on his mother, but 
detectives stated that they d¥s- 
suaded: him from szeing the pri- 
soners, ,

Stark, who, although only 20, 
had a bad criminal record, was 
questioned continuously for eight 
hours by detectives in relays in an 
nttempt to gel a confession from 
him, and at the end of that time 
he was rushed to Nassau County 
Hospital with great, secrecy, He 
died 20 minutes after being ud- 
mitted.

To assist means to raise tha 
particular suit which your part- 
ner has bid, To take-out means 
to bid another suit or No Trump. 

The partner of the opening bid- 
der, when holding certain low, 
fixed minimums, is required to 
keep the first round of the bidding 
open, either with an assist or a 
{ake out, in the hope that the part- 
ners may fit their 26 cards to- 
gether at.a final successful Game 
or Slam — declaration, Holding 
less than a certain prescribed 
minimum, Game is a remote pos- 
sibility and under such -circum- 
stances, no good purpose may be 
served by keeping the bidding 
open, in fact much harm might 
result. : F 

There are two types of assists: 

. A Single assist 

A’ jump assist, 
nnd there are two types of Take- 
outs: : : 

1, Minimum take-outs, 

2. Slrength-showing No Tramp 
VTake-ouls and Game Demand Suit 
Take-outs. 

An assist is made 
elements: 

1, Support for partner's suit. 

2. -Probable-Trick support, 
and one is just as essential as the 
other and the correct assist must 
combine both. There jg nothing 
difficult in the appraisal of a sup- 
porting hand, yet many — players 
seem to find jt so. Someone, it 
would seem, has told them that 
the counting of tricks jin assist- 
ing hand is difficult and they habe 
believed it. : 

Appraising tricks in the sup- 

porting hand” consists merely of 
counting tricks in the bid suit. 
NighCard Tricks and Ruffing 
‘Tricks. These are covered in sim- 
ple tables which we will shortly 
discuss, : 
. We must first clearly define the 
question of.trump support for the 
Official Ssytem. When: your part- 
ner has opened with a suit, if it 
ix possible for you to assist (raise 
that suit) it, is sometimes the most 
desirable ultimate bid for the 
hand. 

It is an established fact that 
there is practically no difference 
of opinion amongst expert players 
regarding -the question of such 
support. Experts unite in empha- 
sizing that there must be some 
strength in the assisting hand to 
justify a raise and, lacking sup- 
port for the bid suit, the assisting 
hand must convey this important’ 
information to the original bidder 
by cither passing or taking out in 
another suit, or No Trump, as the 
circumstances warrant, 

Thére are three kinds of sup- 
port for the bid suit: 

1. Inadequate support. 

2. Neutral or average support. 

3. Adequate support. 

By Inadequate = Support is 
meant: A void or singleton, or a 
doubleton not herded by a high 
honour, 

Assists should never be made 
on Inadequate Support unless the 
opening bidder rebids his suit, 
thereby showing a strong suit, 
and one of at least five cards,

Band Concerts. 


The extent: to which public band 
conéerts have become part of sum- 
mer life in English cities indicates 
that there is an enormous demand 
for this sort of entertainment 
amonig European communities. 
Besides offering refreshment and 
nvertain amount of musical eaucd- 
tion, alfresco concerts provide an 
oft-repeated incentive to {int dwel- 
Jers to forsake their quarters for 
broader, fresher scenes and of 
other people brightening under the 
atmosphere. In Honge- 
kong, after a brief) experiment, 
it has been theegeht nee 
sary toomit concerts ostensibly be- 
cause of the condition of ‘budget. 
This means that hundreds must 
forego the pleasure and inspiration 
of musical evenings at a time when 
these are more than usually valu- 
able. The bigy majority of persons 
who attend band concerts could, 
and no doubt would, give something 
toward supporting them if invited 
to do so. Then, too, many public- 
spirited citizens might feel that 
contributions toward the mainten- 
ance of public concerts would serve 
a useful purpose in providing 
wholesome, cheering recreation for 
their less affluent fellow citizens. 
Such activity would offer an exam- 
ple of service that could hardly 
fail to arouse an important public 
interest in municipal problems, It 
would contribute to a deeper ap- 
preciation of real as against “can- 
ned" music. Moreover, the initia- 
tive of those co-operating to pro- 
vide music in the evening might 
prove a valuable incentive to simi- 
lar effofts in other fields of endeav- 
our, .

SITUATION ON FIRST OF THE 
- 4 MONTH 


The total storage of water in 
the Colony's reservoirs on August 
1, according to figures supplied 
by the Water Authority, was 
2,977.20 million: gallons 28 com- 
pared with 1,810.91’ million gal- 
lons on the first of last month 
and with 2,195,67,million gallons 
on August 1 of last year.

The consumption of water on 
the Island for the months was 
344.38 mg. for an estimated 
population of 383,250 giving a 
consumption per head per day 
of 29 gallons os compared with a 
consumption during the month 
previous of 241.85 m.g. for nn es- 
timated population of\ 383,260 and 
& consumption per head per day 
of 21 gallons, and a consumption 
in July 1930 of 431.85 m.g. for an 
estimated population. of 411,960 
or a consumption per head per 
day of 38.8 gallons. 


In Kowloon. 


The consymption, in Kowloon 
was 177 mg. for an cstimated

" THE.CHINESE PROPERTY 
OWNERS’ VIEWS 


The Government intention to 
abolish the rider main system fa 
boing widely criticised by various 
sections of the Chinese community. 
Many letters of protest from in- 
dividuals and Chinese associations 
have appeared in the Chinese 
Press during the past few days. 

Yesterday the Chinese Cham- 
ber of Commerce was in recoipt of 
another petition, signed by 
numerous Chinese firms and 
individuals, which was  sub- 
sequently, handed to the unoffictal 
Chincse members of the Legisla- 
tive Council. ‘The petitioners be- 
lfeve that the abolition plan will 
cause much hardship to those 
who live.In tenement houses. 


The following are coples of 
letters which the Hon. Seerctary 
of the Hongkong and Kowloon Pro- 
perty Owners’ Association has sent 
to'the three Chinese representatives 
in Council: , 
4 July 5, 1932. 

Sirs,—On behalf of the Hongkong 
and ‘Kowloon Property Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, 1 have the honour to inform 
you that a meeting of members was 
held on the 28th ultimo for the pur- 
pose of reviewing the wholo question 
concerning rider mains. 

I have much pleasure ‘in transmit- 
ting the resolution which was passed, 
together with.n copy of, the procecd- 
ings ut that meeting. 


Proceedings Of Mecting.

Proceedings of meeting held on 
Tuesday, 28th June, at 3.30 p.m, ‘to 
review questions affecting the rider 
main system, 

Owing to the Chairman being’ en- 
guged elsewhere and the Vice-Chnir- 
man being indisposed, Mr. Li Ioi- 
tung, Hon. Seeretary took the Chair. 

The Chairman welcomed the pre- 
sence of Mr. Ho Kom-tong, O.B.E., 
whom he called on to speak, Mr. 
Hie Kom-tonge addressed the meet- 
ing. The mecting was thrown open 
to gencral discussion, 


It wns the feeling of those present 
that the arguments advanced by Go- 
vernment for the abolition of the 
rider main system, as reported in the 
local Chinese press, were inadequate 
wind may be effectively answered. 

Judging from developments which 
have taken place, it certainly seemed 
that Government wns about to sug- 
gest the introduction of universal 
meterage, Such a‘ step was, in the 
opinion of these present, not propi- 
tious and would be in: any case, a 
breach of faith on the part of Go- 
vernment. 


It should be noted that the rider 
main system was devised by Govern- 
mont on the recommendation.of Go- 
vernment experts specially brought. 
out from England (Mr. Chadwick and 
Mr, Simpson). ’ The cost of instilling 
that system was paid by the owners 
of houses in what is now known as 
the rider main district. | Contribu- 
tions were only made possible on the 
strength of a quid pro quo, which Go- 
vernment hus now the -intention of 
withdrawing, The umount contri- 
buted was five. Inkhs, a not inconse- 
quential, sum, taking into considera 
tion the higher purchasing power of 
the dollnr 30 yenrs ago. 

At any rate, the time has not yet 
come for the introduction of univer- 
sn] meterage. Such a step would re- 
quire hot only a sufficient supply of 
meters to cope with all demands, but 
that a sufficient supply of water 
exists. If short rations be not un- 
expected even if meters were installed, 
a meter would only become an added 
burden. 

It was finally suggested that a 
modus vivend| may be found by Go- 
vernment reconnecting temporarily 
all houses in the rider main -district 
and providing a supply of 8 hours. 
If the storage in reservoirs does not 
warrant such n step in addition.to the 
24 hours now given to meter holders, 
a reduction in the hours of supply 
should then be made in the latter case. 

On the introduction of universal 
meterage, it is not reasonable to pre- 
sume that the whole rider main sys- 
tem is to be scrapped. Could ft not

“Increased Taxation.” 


The introduction of universal 
metorage really amounts to increased 
taxation, and if increased — taxation 
were needed, then in fairness to 
houses in the rider main district and 
as somo sort of compensation, meters 
should bo installed freo of charge, 
with a lower rent and a lower charge 
for water. . : 


Meters should also be provided for 
each floor where houses aro let by the 
floor-to enaure cconomy and an effec. 
tive supply ff water rostrictions 
should again arise. : 


The following resolution was then 
carried unanimously: 


“In view of the severanco of the 
supply to the ridor mains, while other 
sources are given a full supply, which 
conclusively proves that it is the in- 
tention, if not the’ declared policy of 
Government, in the near future, to 
abolish tho rider main system, it is 
resolved that the Chinese representa- 
tives on the Exccutive and Legisla- 
tivo Council} bo requosted to take the 
matter up with Government, to do 
their utmost to preserve a system 
which has stood the tent of thirty 
years, the abolition of which would 
constitute a breach of faith on the 
Part of Government, and should, in no 
case be contemplated unless the 
Colony is assured of an adequate sup- 
ply of ‘meters and o freedom from 
water famine. It is further resolved 
that any scheme for the introduction 
of universal meterage shoukd — take 
into consideration: 


1. the free installation of meters. 


2, n lower rent for meters and/or 
a lower charge for water, 


3. the provision of sepurate me 
ters for ench floor, where houses are 
let by the floor, which is ‘the only 
practical. means of : 

(a) ensuring: an equal supply to all 
floors, should restrictions arise, and 


(b) effectively preventing waste.”
